Delegations of Authority by the Director of Central Intelligence 

REFERENCE: a) Your memor andum dated 19 May 1953, same subject 

b) ■■■H effective 1 December 1950 


1. Ibis office has reviewed reference b) as requested, 'ie con- 
cur in your recommendation that It would be appropriate In view of the 
lapse of time since Its execution by the previous Director for Mr. 
Dulles to execute a similar instrument. 

2. Reference a) Inquires whether any of the Items In the exist- 
ing delegations are obsolete or whether there are any new author! tins 
recently granted to heads of agencies not presently Included that 
should properly be so. It is our opinion that the new issuance should 
contain all of the items now Included, but we would recomraen I the ad- 
dition of one further item dismissed in the following paragraph. 

3. Title X, captioned Management Improvement Plan and Wards, 
of the Classification Act of 19a9, (Public Law 31st Congress), 
provides in Section 1002 in part as follows t 

«SEC. 1002. (a) la each department there shall be 
established an Efficiency Awards Committee, the member- 
ship of which shall be designated by the head of the de- 
partment. 

"(b) It shall be the duty of the Efficiency Awards 
Committee (1) to identify those supervisors and employee 
within the department whoso superior accomplishments have 
contributed to outstanding efficiency and economy in ad- 
ministration, and (2) to award to such supervisors and an- 
ploywes, subject to the approval of the head of the depart- 
ment ani to the limitations of subsection (c), cash awards 
or Increases in rates of basic compensation which, in the 
judgment of the Cosnittee, are ooraaensurate with their 
demonstrated superior accomplishments t Provided, however. 

That the total amount of euoh awards or inenreates to ary 
group of supervisorc and employees shall not exceed 25 per 
centum of the estimated saving to the Govern tent due tr 
their superior accomplishments . « 

You win note that subparagraph (b) of Section 1002 require? the ap- 
proval of the head of the department for any cash awards or increai.ee 
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in rates of basic conpens ation* Agency Regulat±on^MM| pa; agraph 
A (2), in implementation of Section 1002(b), authorises the Deputy 
Director (Adair&stration) to approve awards recommended by this 
Agency's Efficient Awards Oonmlttee. Inasmuch as this regulation 
nay not be considered sufficient delegation of the power to approve 
award*, we believe it might be advisable to include as a subpara- 
graph lh under paragraph h of the proposed reisauaace of reference 
(b) tiie following language! "Approval of awards recommended by the 
Efficiency Awards Committee in accordance with Title X of thr Class- 
ification Act of 19hP f ac amended (5 U.f ,C. Section 1152(b))." 

4* Subject to the foregoing and with the understanding that 
your office will, as part of thr process of coordination, take steps 
to insure that the proposed reiesuanee of reference b) is consistent 
with reoent and proposed regulatory - issuances of this Agency and that 
necessary changes will be made in official titles and organisational 
jurisdiction, we see no legal objection to relssuance of reference b) 
in its substantive form. 
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
